A most gratifying report of the work 
of the Canadian Boy Scouts' tent at the 
front, which was recently prepared by 
Rev. A. H. M 8. Greer, who has been 
In charge of the tent, has been re¬ 
ceived by Sir Robert Baden-Powell and 
forwarded to Gerald 11. Brown, honor¬ 
ary Dominion secretary of the Can¬ 
adian Boy Scouts Association. In a let¬ 
ter accompanying the report Sir Robert 
makes the following comme nt: "The 
receipts alone speak to the practical 
usefulness of the institution as they 
exceed those of most cf the larger huts 
even at the boxes, and It is evident 
that by supplying this tent the Boy 
Scouts of Canada have done a real 
g«.c*d turn to their elder brother* at 
the front. 1 am so glad that the sug¬ 
gestion which 1 made, thanks to your 
agreeing to It (namely, that the sum 
should be applied to a purely Canadian 
use), has borne such good fruit. 

The report from Kev. Mr. Greer reads 
In part a* follows: 

"About a month ago the marquee, 
whkh was order**! nnd paid for by the 1 
Boy Hcouts cf Canada for the use of 
the Canadian soldiers at ths front, waa 
received at Canadian corps headquart¬ 
ers. Tbs tent was removed from rail¬ 
head to the site selected for it as 
quickly a* possible, and a party of 60 
soldiers, provided by the O. C. of one 
of our battalion*, were set to work to 
put It up. la a few hpurs the erection 
wo* completed, and being in the centre 
of the largest encampment In Ithe corps 
It soon became the mo*t popular spot 
In the area, and its popularity ha* 
steadily grown.
